a flap extending &om an outer surface of the first sleeve and p rovided along the first 

sleev e, Ihe flap being adapted to be positioned between open and closed positions, 
wherein in the closed position the flap constricts the first opening of the first 
sleeve; and 

a pocket disposed between the flap and the first sleeve. 

2. (rnrrently Amended) The gaimont jacket o f claim 1, whorointhe first oloovo 
eompris e s a oufFdofining th e firot opening ond wherein the flap has an edge generally parallel to 
the cufi^ the edge being shorter than a length along the cuff fix}m a point at which tbe flsp 
originates from the first sleeve to a fastening point 

3. (Cuirently Amended) The ga«»eBtja^eLof claim 1, further comprising a fastener for 
maintaining tfie flap in the closed position. 

4. (Currently Amended) The garmen t - jacket o f claim 3, wherein the festener maybe 
engaged at various fastming points to adjust a degree of constriction of the first opening. 

5. (Cmrentiy Amended) The garment jacket o f claim 3, wherein the fastener has first 
and second portions respectively attached to the flap and first sleeve. 
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6, (Currently Amended) The gMaae^ja^gLof claim 3, wherein Ihe festener is selected 
fix)ra the group consisting of snaps, hook and loop fasteners, zippers, tabs, and combinations 
thereof

and loop fastener. 

8- (Currently Amended) The gtnm e nt jacket o f claim 1, wherein the pocket is attached 
to one of the flap and the first sleeve. 

9- (Currently Amended) The g mment jacket o f claim 1, wherein the pocket is 
substantially complet e ly covered by the flap.

11. (Currently Amended) The g^«i^ja^Lof claim 1, wherein the jacket is a wm 
sports jacket. 

12. (Currently Amended) The gaiHa^ja^eLof claim 1, furfh^ comprising a second 

pocket 

13. (Currently Amended) The garment j ackgLof claim 12, wherein the second pocket is 
disposed between the flap and the £br$t sleeve. 

14. (Currently Amended) The garment jacket o f claim 1, wherein the pocket is sized and 
shaped to receive at least one of the group selected fiom a card, ticket, trail m^, season pass, 
keys, currency and combinations thereof. 

15. (Currently Amended) The garm e nt jacket o f claim 14, wherein Ihe pocket is size and 
shaped to receive a season pass. 
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16. (OjnentiyA3nended)The^3flHieet-^^ 

opening and wherein the opening inchides at least one pocket fastener, the pocket fastener 
selected ftom the group consisting of snaps, hook and loop festeneis, zippers, tabs and 
combinations thereof. 

17, (Cuirently Amended) The ga^i^jaskeLof claim 1, wherein the pocket comprises 
a transparent window.

a body portjon that covers a portion of a wearer's torso: 

ft-fiist atxd second sleeves througt which the arms of a the^wear^ are fitted extending 
fiom the bodv nortioiu t he first and second sleeves having respective first and 
second openings; 

a generally triangular flap having a side secured to an outer surface of said first sleeve 
generally parallel to a generally longitudinal axial direction of said first sleeve, a 
portion generally opposite said side being adapted to be fiastened to said first 

sleeve; and 

at least one pocket disposed between said flap and said first sleeve. 

19. (Currently Amended) The ga«i^jacket_of claim 18, wherein said first opening is 
constricted when said portion is fastened to said first sleeve. 

20. (Currently Amended) The eaffla€^ja^et,of claim 1 8^ wherein said first opening is 
defined by a cuff of the first sleeve, said generally triangular fl^ having an unsecured edge 
extending generally parallel to said cuff. 

21. (Currently Amended) The gafmest-jackeLof claim 18, wherein said generally 
triangular flap has a second side unsecured to said first sleeve, said second side having a 
generally arcuate edge. 
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
